PERSONAL TOUCH IS ELEMENT 
OF MODERN NURSING : : 

Nurses of a previous genera- 
tion calied it a “laying. on of 
hands.” Elizabeth Palmer, R. N., 
Rumford Community Hospital’s di- 
rector of nursing speaks of a new 
generation when she calls it “TLC” 
—tender, loving care. It’s the per- 
sonal touch in patient service 
— one element of hospitalization 
that will never be matched by:a 
computer system, : 

Today’s nurse must have the old 
virtues of “heart and soul,” ac- 
cording to Mrs, Palmer, an attrac- 
tive young woman who has been 
practicing her profession about 10 
years. “But there’s a lot mote 
head work involved,” she adds 
with a pleasant smile. “Zhe con- 
temporary nurse must be part 
manager, part administrator, part 
technician, part teacher — and 
more.” 

The “more” in modern nursing 


. includes writing care plans, hand- 


ling complex electronic equipment 
that monitors or sustains intensive 
care unit patients, responding to 
life and death crises in the emer- 
gency room or surgical suite, “In 
a number of ways,” Mrs. Palmer 
notes, “the medical-surgical nurse 
is an extension of the physician.”. 

And, Jike the physician, today’s 
nurse is opting for specialization, 
“She probably has more limited 
clinical practice than in the past,” 
Mrs, Palmer says, “but she also 
has more education—and it’s a 
learning process that continues 
throughout her career by way of 
in-service training and intensive 
courses outside the hospital where 
she works.”

The Board of Selectmen met for 
a special meeting on Monday, Atig.
